Bright Future 


Predicted 


For Bay Area 


A bright outlook for 1959 
and for at least another 10 
years is in store for the Bay 
area, members of the Menlo 
Park Chamber of Commerce 
were tald Monday noon. 

Speaking at a monthly 
luncheon meeting of the or- 
ganization, William M. Burke, 
economist for the Bank of 
Ameriega, outlined reasons for 
the nation’s quick recovery 
from the recession of 1957-58, 
predicted that the uptrend 
would continue through 1959, 
that California could count on 
enjoying more of the econ- 


omic upswing than the rest of | - 


the nation and that it should 
continue to lead the nation for 
at ‘least the next 10 years. 

Furthermore, he declared 
that, while southern Califor- 
nia has enjoyed the larger 
share of the state’s boom in 
the past, the next few years 
shonld see a shift to the 
northern pertion of ' the 
state, particularly in the 
Bay area, 

Burke declared that the 
country’s unexpectedly quick 
recovery, amounting to a 5 
per cent increase in total busi- 
ness activity during the last 
six months, was due partly to 
good luck, as evidenced in an 
upturn in farm income, and 

artly to good management, as 
in sound financial action by 
government agencies and ‘in 
“built-in stabilizers” such as 
social secyrity and unemploy- 
ment insurance. 

At least another 5 per cent 
increase during 1959 is as- 
sured, he said, by such factors 
as continued high defense 
spending, maintenance of ‘the 
nation’s high level of income 
and increased efficiency of the 
country’s economy resulting in 
high productivity. 

Californi ip he said, is as- 
sured of it8 leadership in the 
economic surge by the con- 
tinuing flood of new residents 
—averaging 1,000 persons a 
day—moving, here from other 
portions of the country, and 
by the size, strength and diver- 
sification of its economy.

SRI Develops 
Special Bolts 
«For Missiles 


A number of one-pound bolts 
are the brawn that fasten each 
giant missile to the launching 
nad during countdown. 

They do the same job for the 
airborne vehicle before the 
separation stage. The bolts 
usually are disconnected—and 
the missile released—by deto- 
nating an explosive charge. 
One of the hazards has been 
the production of fragments 
which can damage the sensitive 
missile instrumentation. 
Mechanical engineers’ in 
Stanford Research Institute’s 
Poulter Laboratories have de- 
veloped a bolt (with a strength 
of 21,000 pounds) which uses 
less than 0.2 gram of charge 
and creates no fragments. 
The Menlo Park engineers 
under SRI project leader F. B. 
Burkdoll for the Sandia Cor- 
poration, now are working to- 
ward achieving a bolt that uses 
even less charge.

One of the things the Menlo 
Park police have got is a 
sound retirement system. One 
of the thirigs they haven’t been 
able to- get, as yet, is an ade- 
quate ‘police station.

5 In the present station, “the 
files are scattered through 
about four rooms; two inspec- 
‘tors have their desks half the 
length of the building apart; 
evidence has to be stored: in 
available nooks and crannies. 

A “squad room” with lockers 
in which the police can store 


; / their clothing has been con- 


structed in one end of the 
‘building but it’s a little cramp- 
ed for space, too. 

Looking around, the local of- 
ficers might be justified in 
feeling they are not as well 
appreciated as the police of 
other cities. Atherton’s officers 
got a new station a few years 
ago; so did Redwood City’s. 


Whether the comparison is 
odious enough to influence a 
citizen to vote for a new po- 
lice station—at no expense 
to himself—remains to be 
seen. But among the police, 
a definite morale factor is 
involved. 


The retirement system which 
the police have is one under 
which officers may leave the 
force, with a percentage of 
their regular pay as a stipend, 
between the ages of 55 and 60. 

Most city workers under 
state retirement have to stay 
on the job until 65, in order to 
collect their full retirement 
benefits. 

However, City Manager John- 
son explains, early retirement 
of public safety workers such 
as police and firemen is con- 
sidered desirable since a high 
degree of physical efficiency 
is required and it’s made possi- 
ble because these workers put 
jn a larger percentage of each 
pay check into the retirement 
fund.

Think of Shade... 


It’s a‘nice thing about decid- 
uous trees—they’re cool in the 
summer and warm in the win- 
ter. Not to suggest that they 
radiate heat. But they do shed 
their summer-cool foliage to 
admit what warmth a winter 
sun offers. i 

“But, oh, those fallen 
leaves,” some will say. “What 

a job to rake them up.” True, 
but they only fall once a 
year. Evergreens shed a 
few leaves the year round, 
creating a slight, but ever- 
recurring problem. Remem- 
ber this the next time you 
rake a deciduous .tree’s 
leaves. 

All of this brings us to our 
point. Namely that it’s time to 
think of shade. Right now in 
the middle of winter. Decidu- 
ous trees are dormant in Janu- 
ary and February, which means 
you'll find them bareroot in 
nurseries—less expensive than 
they will be later in contain- 
ers. 

Before planting, give thought 
to what you want in the way of 
shade. If you need plenty of 
it, make sure the tree will ev- 
entually grow big enough. If, 
on the other hand, you only 
want some shade for a patio, 
don’t plant a giant. 

Shade trees in the tall 
class: include Norway maple 
and silver maple, scarlet oak, 
moraine locust and maiden. 
hair tree. Better suited to 
smaller gardens are the Mo- 
desto ash, silk tree, white 
mulberry and Chinese pista- 
chio. In desert areas, ash, 
fruitless mulberry and Chi- 
nese elm are good. 

You will do well to remem- 
ber that shade is not built in a 
day—or a year. You won't be 
slinging hammocks next sum- 
mer from trees planted now. 
But you'll be surprised at just 
how fast most shade trees do 
grow if you give them a fair 
share of water and a little time 
to get established.
